only advise but must see to it that Senator Long and his staff know the 

precise nature of this advice. General Carter said he stood available at any 
time to meet with the Committee, and he said it was most important to make 
sure that this is kept under complete control. 


Chretien reported on the line handed out by a Soviet Embassy official 
to a French newsman yesterday concerning Soviet policy on Vietnam. DDI 
noted that a number of Soviet Embassy officials had apparently peddled the 
same line to other newsmen as well. 


Sherm Kent noted that the BNE had completed the memo requested 
late last week dealing with Peiklng and Hanoi reactions to the Vietnam affair. 
General Carter will study the memo before determining what distribution to 
give it. There was some discussion of getting State and DJA concurrence on 
the memo, or perhaps tabling it at USIB this week. 

DDI tabled a study being published this week on NVN topography. 

DDX noted a State Department circular re the forthcoming Chi Com 
test. A State Department public announcement will be made today.

General 
Carter asked that John Clarke find out when DNRO will go to the Hill to 
discus s the NRO budget.

General Carter noted the lack of policy meetings on Vietnam and 
asked all hands to keep ears to the ground. He said that he had been in 
dally touch with McGeorge Bundy and Bromley Smith who indicated no need 
for meetings.
